He cannot despair of nationalism 
without despairing of life. Nationalism -is the-one creed and religion which 
the progress of knowledge and the sciences and the development of the forces 
of modern life has left in supreme possession of the field. =< 
It is true that the minds developed on nationalist lines are etill only a few, 
but the future is with them. Since, although every new ideal originally downs 
on only a few minds, the ideals of individuals are bound in course of time to be 
the ideals: of the race. The bureaucracy or any other money may be able to 
modify the operation of these forces, but can never absolutely control them. 
When the people have once observed the strength of the forces, the capacity of 
the people concerned and the odds against which they have to contend, the 
process of evolution will not be indefinitely prolonged. As a matter of fact 
nationalism as a creed is being favoured, directly or indirectly by almost all the 
forces at work in their own midst, and has not many odds to contend against, 
at any rate inthis age. In its political aspect the champions of vested interests 
will offer.as great obstacles to its growth and advancement as they can ; but then
